METHOD USED 
TO THROW BOMBS 


FROM AIRSHIPS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


London, Aug. 27.—The method 


used by Zeppelin airships in dropping 
bombs has been described as follows 
by an .English refugee who just ar- 
rived here from Belgium. 


The dirigible hovers over its ob- 


jective at a sufficient altitude to 
keep it out of range of the enemy's 
guns. 
At the same time, it Ipwers 


a steel cage attached to a steel .wire 
rope, 2,000 or 3,000 feet long. This 
cage is divided into compartments, 
and it carries one man whose duty 
it is to throw down the bombs. The 
cage is sufficiently strong to make 
rifle fire against it ineffective, and 
because of its small size and the fact 
that it is kept constantly In. motion 
t is very difficult for'heavy gun's to 
hit it.

It is officially announced at St. Petersburg that the Russian advance 


in Prussia is proceeding with irresistible force. It has before been stated 
that the objective point of the main Russian army for the present is 
Posen. The Germans are represented as having retired to Osterode in 
East Prussia. A merchant arriving in London from Berlin is credited' 
with the statement that the trains are bringing many refugees "to the Ger- 
man capital from Konigsberg, which city, he claimed, civilians Ijad been 
advised to leave.

To make jelly one needs fruit— acid 


fruit' is the best — sugar, tumblers, par- 
affin, a sharp paring knife, some jelly 
baigs— sugar sacks do very well — and 
perfect cleanliness. 


Apples _ make good jelly and apple 


juice when mixed with other 
fruit 


juices help' to- make good 'jelly. 
Do 


not pare the apples, but core them and 
cut in small .pieces. Cook them until 
all the juice is extracted. 
Then put 


them in. the jelly bag and let it drain 
overnight. The last drops are the 
righest and ibest. 


Quinces are prepared the same way. 


Currants and grapes 'are best when 
not quite ripe. 


The sugar is very important. Not 


all sugar will make good jelly, so do 
riot .blame the fruit if your jelly does 
not "jell."

Have your sugar heated, not Jiot, 


but warm to the touch, and measure a 
cupful of sugar to ia cupful of juice. 


Boil the fruit juice twenty minutes. 


i>o not (boil hard; but let it 'boil gent- 
ly. When it has Iboiled twenty, min- 
utes add the sugar, a cupful at a time. 
Let it 'boil for ten minutes, then pour 
it into the tumblers. Be sure 
the 


tumblers are clean, not cracked, and 
have them sitting on a hot cloth, so 
they will be warm. Shave the paraf- 
fin into the bottoms of the tum'blers, 
so after the jelly is poured in 
the 


paraffin rises to the top of the jelly 
and covers it. A thin film of paraf- 
fin is better 
than a thick 
layer. 


When making apple jelly you may 
flavor" a few glasses1.. Put a few drops 
of flavoring in the 
bottom of 
the 


tumblers. Do not m'ake many glasses 
of one kind of flavoring, as one gets 
very tired of it.
